Pritchett was arrested by Manes three

Then Pritchett jerked his captor’s re- 
volver from his pocket and fired a shot, 
The bullet entered just above Maines’ 
right eye and passed clear through his 
head, issuing at the left temple. He 
was killed instantly. 

Pritchett fought to free himself, said 
Mrs. Newberry, and threatening to kill 
her if she approached him, gave a 
powerful jerk and snapped the steel 
cuff which bound his wrist. He left the 
broken piece on the Constable's arm 
and sped off to the woods, 

Mrs. Newberry galloped madly to her 
father’s farm, three miles from Rich- 
land. where she hysterically told of 
what she had seen. 

Manes’ body lay where it had fallen 
for some time. and it remained for El 
Pritchett, a brother of the slayer, to dis- 
cover it. He hastened into town and 
told of his discovery. Posses were or-

According to the report, 173 policemen 
have been before the board during the 
fiscal year and 75 were dismissed from 
the force. Charges were. dismissed 
against 51; 17 were reprimanded; 4 were 
cautioned; 4 were fined; il were fined 
and reprimanded; 3 were fined, repri- 
manded and cautioned for the last time;

Claim Is Made That Insurance 
Superintendent Has Not 
Enforced Ruling. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo., July 28.— 
William H. Reed, editor of an insur- 
ance publication in St. Louis, has 
written to W. D. Vandiver, State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance, notifying 
Vandiver that he (Reed) and the “in- 
surance interests’’ of Missouri will do 
all in their power to prevent his con- 
firmation by the State Senate next 
January. 

In this letter, which he has since 
published in his insurance paper, Reed 


Says that Vandiyer’s every act since 
taking office has been done to further 
an ambition to be the next Democrat- 
ic nominee for Governor. 

From Reed's letter it is apparent 
that his hostility to-Vandiver grows 
out of an investigation of the Colum- 
bia National Life Insurance Co. 

Reed, it appears, complained to 
Vandiver that this company was vio- 
lating a rule of the State insurance 
department by selling. dnsurance for 
the sole purpose of disposing of stock 
in the American Investment Securities 
Co., controlled by practically the same 
directors. Vandiver granted a hear- 
ing on Reed’s charge and ruled that 
the company must cease selling the 
stock in Missour! in connection with 
the insurance policies. 

Reed's letter charges that Vandiver 
has not enforced this ruling. Reed 
also tells Vandiver that his “interest 
began to wane” from the day that 
Murray Carleton, a director tn the in- 
vestment company, called on him. 

Vandiver says he is not wotfrying 
Over Mr. Reed’s threat. If Reed can 
prevent his confirmation, Vandiver 
says he'll have to stand it.

DENIES FIXING PRICES 





Merchants’ and’ Polar Wave 
Companies Have Terri- 
tory Divided. 


I. C. Muckermann, vice-president and 
treasurer of the Polar Wave Ice and 
Fuel Co., testifying Saturday in the 
ouster suit instituted Dy Circuit Attor- 
ney Sager, admitted tha representatives 
of the Merchants’ Ice and Coal Co. and 
the Polar Wave Ice and Fuel Co. had 
held various meetings during the past 
two years, at which prices for ice in St. 
Louis were discussed, 

This testimony Muckermann qualified 
by saying that at these conferences no 
agreement or understanding was reached 
by which any certain price schedule was 
to be maintained. 

‘‘We had other matters to consider at 
these meetings besides the price of ice,” 
said Muckermann. 

“At one of the conferences I remem- 
ber that the principal matter undr dis- 
cussion was the threatened srike of he 
Ice Drivers’ Union. 

“Naturally the ice dealers have many 
matters in common, and we met, as 
we have been meeting for years, to give 
them united attention.”’ 

Combine Is Charged. 


Circuit Attorney Sager is seeking to 
compel a forfeiture of the charters of 
the two corporations on the ground 
that they have entered into an unlawful 
agreement for the purpose of controlling 
the ice trade of St. Louis and by ar- 
bitrarily fixing the prices for ice here. 

The hearing was adjourned at il 
o’clock until 9:30 a. m., Monday. 

Muckermann was examined by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Gillespie, Mr.

Territory Was Divided. 

“Was there a division of territory 
agreed upon by the Merchants’ and 
the Polar Wave companies?” asked 


Gillespie. 
“There was no such arrangement 


that I know of.” 

“Did the Polar Wave Co. sell ice 
where the Merchants did business?’ 

“No; I believe not. There were many 
customers we didn't want and I sup- 
pose other dealers supplied them. On 
the other hand, we sold ice in different 
parts of the city not invaded by the 
Merchants’ Ice and Coal Co. But there 
was no understanding of any kind be- 
tween us. 

“Did you attend a meeting of ice deal- 
ers in March of this year, at which an 
agreement fixing prices for ice was 
drawn up?’ 

“T know of no meeting at which such 
a thing was done. I am positive I at- 
tended all the conferences and I am 
equally positive no understanding be— 
tween the two companies was ever 
reached.”’ 

Muckermann said that he understood 
the Griesedieck Ice Co. had been recent- 
ly merged with the Merchants’ Ice and 
Coal Co. : 

He was asked if the Merchants 
company was selling ice at the same 
rate as the Polar Wave. 

“T can only speak from hearsay on 
that point,” said the witness. 

Independents to Testify. 

Attorney Schnurmacher objected to 
the witness answering unless he had 
knowledge of the fact himself. Com- 
missioner Allen sustained the objec- 


tion. 

J. D. C. Muckermann, vice-president 
of the Polar Wave Co.. testified that 
he had heard of meetings between ice 
dealers, at which his company was 
represented, but never attended any 
of them. 

At the conclusion of his testimony 
Commissioner Allen ordered a recess 
until Monday, when, it is understood, 
a number of independent ice dealers 
will be examined.

This is one of the homes into which 
free ice goes. When the iceman brings 
in the cake of ice in the morning he 
must literally fight his way through 
dogs. The court is overrun with dogs 
of all sizes and most all shapes. The 
children of the court play with them 
for want of a better pastime. 

The air reeks with the odors of the 
slums. The unkempt children fall over

TEXAS. TRIES NEW 
PRIMARY. LAW 


Four Candidates for Governor 
and Other Officials Be- 
ing Voted On. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DALLAS, Tex., July 2.—Today the 
first votings for all party candidates for 
public offices under the new primary 
election law is taking place in Texas. 
The Democratic vote is the only one 
to be seriously tonsidered. This expres- 
sion of Democratic voters on State of- 
fices will be largely a sentimental one, 
as the popular vote does not nominate, 
but that function is left to the delegated 
State convention of the party to be held 
in Dallas on * 14. 

Where a candidate receives a clear 
majority of all votes cast, the nomina- 
tion will be simply a matter of form, 
as such candidate would also, without 
a doubt, have a maority of the dele- 

ates. But where more than two candi- 

tes for the same office are voted for in 
the es, the result in the state 
convention might be different. There 
aro four candidates for Governor: M. M. 
Brooks of Dallas, O. B. Colquitt of Ter- 
rell, T. M. Campbell of Palestine and 
CG... li of Fort Worth. All the can- 
didates have developed much strength 
the speech-making campaign d 
the last two months. 

In the State convention, the delega- 
tions must be prorated among the can- 
didates acc ng to the popular vote. 
The low man must be dropped at the 
end of each ballot on ‘‘the next ballot,” 
the law says. Many prominent lawyers 
contend that ‘next’ ballot not 
mean that a candidate dropped at the 
end of the first bullot may not be entered 
on the third ballot, if no nomination is 
mitde on the second ballot. If the State 
convention recognizes this contention 
there is likely to be much trouble. it 
looks as if Brooks and Campbell are 
leading the day’s voting,

NEW YORK, July 28.—Oh, Gaekwar 
of Baroda, how ‘could you say those 
cruel words? After all the kind things 
America had said of him and of her 
charming highness, the Maharane, the 
second most mighty potentate and 
richest noble of India, on sailing yester- 
day, set down American women from 
the beauty class. 

“The American woman is not beau- 
tiful,’’ said His Highness, with Oriental 
frankness. 

With the Maharane, his brother, Sam- 
patras Gaekwar; his secretary, his suite 
and servants, the Gaekwar had trav- 
eled over this country from seashore to 
seashore—and down Bast to the Pan- 
handle—and he could not find one beau- 
tiful woman. 

“Speaking frankly,” said His High- 
ness, ‘“‘I found the American woman in- 
dependent, self-possessed and high-spir- 
ited. But I must confess she is not as 
beautiful as I had been led to expect. 
“I had heard a great deal about her 
beauty, but I did not find her particu- 
larly so, although she is attractive—very 
attractive.’’ 

The Maharaja wore a dark blue sack 
suit, with a black derby hat. His 
brother was dressed like him, Her 
Highness, with the bright pink dot 
freshly painted on her forehead, indi- 
cating her noble degree and married 
state, was the only one of the princi- 
pals dressed in native garb. She wore 
a long light-bordered shawl of helio- 
trope, falling nearly to her feet. 

Capt. H. J. Haddock, commander of 
the Cedric, knows how to receive Indian 
Princes.

—* found exceedingly kind and hospita- 
ble. 
“T must admit, however, that we have 
very frequently met with a spirit of 
curlosity, which, in my opinion, verged 
almost upon vulgarity. I will not use 
the word ‘vulgar’ in connection with 
the curiosity of some of your best Amer- 
icans. 

“In certain cities even the people 
seemed determined to regard us as curi- 
osities to be stared at, rather than as 
their social equals, * 

“The newspaper is a mighty force, 

continued the ekwar, “but I do not 
think your newspapers devote enough 
of their energies to educating their 
readers. 
“Also, they have the national habit of 
acute inquisitiveness, highly developed. 
Many times when we had arrived. at 
some city late at night and tired out 
the renorters would insist on having 
me out of bed. Of course that was en- 
terprising, but I might have regarded it 
as better taste had they waited a few 
hours. 

“TI do not want to pose as a critic of 
your journalism, but I think the papers 
here err in devoting too much space to 
the details of divorces, family scan- 
dals, murders and crimes in general.

Mayor Johnson’s expert will not hear of alcohol- 
ism as a vice, but insists that it is a disease which 
ought to be cured by serum treatment or some 
other treatment at public expense.

State's Attorney Kruger of St. Clair 
County will close them every day in the 
week. Eight saloons situated within 
two miles of the city limits of East St. 
Louis were closed Saturday by Mr. 
Kruger. Three were closed a week ago 
by Mr. Tecklenburg. 

Every saloon in 8t. Olair County 
within two miles of any incorporated 
city or town will be closed if complaint 
is made to the State’s Attorney's of- 
fice, acording to a statement made Sat- 
urday by r. Kruger. 

[he saloons which exist within two 

miles of incorporated cities and towns 
are not licensed under the Illinois law. 
Fines have been collected two or three 
times a year in lieu of: license -money, 
but the revenue from fines has been ab- 
sorbed by State’s Attorneys and none 
of it has benefited the county. 


Some Allewed to Open. 


In late years mny saloons not in the 
two-mile radius, which could be li- 
censed, have been permitted to operate 
without licenses for the sake of the fees 
derived from their violation of the law, 
but State’s Attorney Tecklenburg, as- 
sisted by the License Committee of the 
Board of Supervisors, has closed these, 
increasing the — * revenue $12,000 
a year. 

Mr. Kruger says Be will close the sa- 
loons on complaints based merely on the 
fact that they are not licensed, believing 
that, under the changed conditions 
brought about ‘by the closing of the 
East St. Louis saloons on Sunday,. Mr. 
Tecklenburg, who is in Wisconsin, will 
approve his course,

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CASE OF BURTON 


Attorneys .of..Pormer Kansas 
Senator Argue Law Involved 
Is Unconstitutional. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 28.—A brief and 
argument in support of the application 
for a rehearing in the case of Joseph 
Ralph Burton, former Senator from 
Kansas, under prison sentence for al- 


leged abuse of his senatorial preroga- 
tives, have been filed in the office of 
the Clerk of the Supreme Court of the 
United States by Burton's attorneys. 

The argument ig directed in the main 
to two ints—that the Court erred in 
not holding as unconstitutional section 
1782, under which Burton was convicted, 
and that the defendant was improperly 
tried on the charge of receiving and 
agreeing to receive compensation for 
servics rendered to the Rialto company 
in connection with a fraud order in the 
Postoffice Department. 

The judgment of the Court, attorneys 
argue, dealt with Burton in his official 
character, with Burton the Senator, not 
Burton the man. 

And yet, although his office could be- 
come vacant only by his death, the ex- 
piration of his term or by some direct 
action on the part of the Senate, yet 
the Supreme Court approved the law of 
Congress, section 178%, which places a 
convicted Senator in prison during his 
term of office, thus denying to the State 
of Kansas the constitutional right to be 
represented in the Senate of the United 
States. 3 

“This decision,” it is argued, ‘‘in its 
operation and effect, places Congress 
above the Constitution and vests in Con- 
gress powers certainly never contem- 
vempy by the framers of the Constitu- 

on ve P 

In conclusion, it is argued: 

“At least three or four of the justices 
of this “alstinguished court say that if 
Burton did all he is charged with doing 
he committed no crime. If anything in 
the law is immovable, it is the rule that 
a charge of crime must allege an act 
which is beyond a doubt a crime. 

“There may de differences of opinion 
as to the facts concerned, but there 
should never be such difference as to 
—* meaning of a statute defining a 
crime.

NEW YORK, July 22. 
A COMPANY of eight extraordinary 
acrobatic dancers have arrived in 
this city from Paris.

If all were 
to be supported simultaneously by one 
or even two of the “ground” dancers 
the latter could not possibly bear their 
combined weight, yet they keep their 
fellow-dancers off the ground.

$25,000 for Seven Days’ 
Services.

CHICAGO, July 28.—Dr. Frank Bill- 
ings of this city, physician and surgeon 
to the rich, has sent a bill to the Mar- 
shall Field estate for $25,000 for services 
for seven *T in. New York City dur- 
ing the last illness of the famous mer-

This is at the rate approximately of 
$3572 a day and is said to be the largest 
bill ever charged in this country where 
no surgical operation was performed. It 
has beén rumored that the medical at- 
tendance during the last days of Field 
cost $60,000. Dr. Janeway of New York, 
it is said, received the other $25,000. The 
claim of Dr Janeway has not been filed, 
so far as can be ascertained. 

Dr. Billings, through his counsel, 
Charles L. Billings, filed his claim 
against\the Field estate, together with 
the sworn bill for $25,000, with the clerk 
of the Probate Court for adjudication 
and payment. This is the usual form 
required by law. There is no likelihood, 
it is said, of the claim being contested, 
as the executors accepted service with- 
out hesitation. 

Dr. Billings was summoned to New 
York within a day after Field became 
alarmingly ill. When Field reached 
New York from Chicago, Dr. Janeway 
took charge of the case until Dr. Bill- 
ings arrived the next day, when the

SLUMP IN STOCK 
PLEASES JORNSON 


Cleveland’s Mayor Sees in It 
Compulsion for Sale of 
Railways. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, 0O., July 2%8.—Mayor 
Tom L. Johnson says that the only 
course left to the Cleveland Electric 
Railway Co., whose property he caused 
to be raided Tuesday morning, is to 
sell out to the city. He based his state- 
ment upon the slump taken on the 
Cleveland Stock Exchange yesterday by 
the stock of the company, which 
dropped from $72 to $6 a share. The 
day before the uprooting of the Fulton 
Road tracks of the railway the stock 
was quoted at $74. 

The Mayor was jubilant over the 
slump. “Eight points in three days,”’ 
he said, musingly. ‘“‘That’s something 
near $2,000,000 of a loss to the stockhold- 
ers. I wonder if they are not sorry 
they did not accept the city’s offer of 
$% a share, made sometime ago. The 
only course for the company is to sell 
out to the city. They don’t know when 
they’re whipped.”’ 

President Andrews of the Cleveland 
Electric Railway said he saw no sig- 
nificance in the slump the stock of his 
company had taken. 

“Slight recovery at the close,”’ he said, 
“shows that there is no danger of a 
continued slump. The slump is the re- 
sult of buying and selling among the 
friends of Mayor Johnson. When they 
get through jockeying the stock will be 
found strong and firm.’ 

Reprisals threatened by the city ad- 
ministration since the Cleveland Elec- 
tric had thé Mayor and the city officials 
cited for contempt of court in disre- 
garding the injunction to stop the raid 
upon the company’s property, are likely 
to be made within a day or two,

The resolution says that this. plan 
merely puts St. Louis technically on the 
map by means of a bill of lading with- 
out giving the city through delivery by 
rail] and” St. Louis terminals for ship- 
ments to and from the city. 

The resolution also declares that the 
Terminal Commission has no right to 
enter into any agreement whatever. 
John T. Nolde, in discussing the reso- 
lution, suggested that the Mayor be re- 
quested to send the commission on a 
fishing trip. 

He said the $25,000 appropriated for 
the commission would have been more 
profitably expended in gifts to the poor.
